overcome the US/6,417,884 to Chang et al. reference. Therefore, previous rejection of the claims 
based on Chang et al. ('884) is hereby withdrawn. 

Further, regarding the US/5,440,449 to Scheer reference, during telephone discussions 
with Ms. Catherine M. Voisinet, Reg. 52,327 between 04/26 and 05/09 of 2005, the Examiner 
has agreed with the Applicant's arguments that the structure of the present invention as recited in

the remaining independent claims is patentable over Scheer ('449) and has agreed to withdraw 

all rejections based on Scheer ('449) (see interview summary mailed on 06/08/05). 

The Examiner believes that allowability resides in the overall structure of the device as 

recited in remaining pending independent claims 1,13, 14, 15, 16, and 17, and, at least in part , 

because claims recite: the chamber being arranged in (within) a display unit, "wherein the 

display unit comprises at least one of a cutout part and a transparent part so that whether the 

external device inserted in the chamber can be determined by seeing through the at least one the 

cutout part and the transparent part". The aforementioned limitations in combination with all 

remaining limitations of the respective independent claims are believed to render said 

independent claims and all claims dependent therefrom patentable over the art of record. 

Further, wile conducting additional search on 10/17/05, the Examiner has discovered new

reference US/5,78 1 ,405 to Vossler, which is believed to be close to the present invention. ■ 

Vossler teaches (Fig. 1, 4, and 5): a personal computer (10) having a display unit (14) 
and a base unit with an input part (12 or 16) mounted thereon, a removable external device (36) 
enhancing a function of the personal computer (10), wherein said removable external device (36) 
is mounted in the cutout in the edge of the display unit (14), but did not disclose a chamber being 
arranged in (within) the display unit, wherein the display unit comprises at least one of a cutout 
part and a transparent part so that whether the external device inserted in the chamber can be 
determined by seeing through the at least one the cutout part and the transparent part, as required 
by all pending independent claims of the instant application. 

Another new reference pertinent to the present invention is US/2003/0137805 to Wu, 
disclosed portable computer with a wireless LAN card (26) capable to be inserted into an 
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opening (23) in a display unit (Fig. 1). Wu does not constitute a prior art because of the filing 
date, which is after the filing date of the instant application. 

None of the references cited during prosecution of the instant application, either taken 
alone or in combination, is believed to render the present invention unpatentable as claimed.
